“We ought to stop sending all these 
blustering notes if we do not intend to Hve 
up to them,” said Senator Jones of Wash- 
ington. “In my opinion the Americans 
who insist upon traveling on ships owned.

ing selfishly. The people at home have. 
some rights and they ought not to be 
dragged into war merely because a few 
American citizens desire to travel for 
pleasure or for their own private busi-

On the 
10th of that month he received the visit 
of a colonel of the Austrian general staff, 
who demanded from him, in the name of 
the generalissimo, Archduke Frederick, 
that he should sign a statement in which 
he pledged himself to place all his polit- 
wal and persona! influence at the service 
of Austrian and German interests. Don 
Jaimé not only declined to sign this docu- 
ment but tore it to pieces. 

On the following day another colonel of 
the general staff arrived at Frohsdorf, 
with a large escort of infantry, and estab- 
lished himself in the chateau, confining 
the prince to hie apartments and declin- 
ing even to permit him to descend into 
the gardens and park around the palace. 
After being kept under close arrest inthis 
fashion for a week, Don Jaimé wae asked 
to choose between remaining under ar 
rest throughout the duration of the war

Members of the national commission 
expressed themselevs as disappointed 
when informed that President Gilmore 
could riot be present at the peace commit- 
te erecting, but said it would not inter- 
fere with the meeting. 


Discuss Waiver Question. 

At the meeting today various matters 
that have to. do with the readjustment 
of baseball affairs to conform with the 
recent treaty of peace were discussed in- 
formally. Other than the announcement 
that the date and place of the commit- 
tee meeting had been fixed, no news of 
a definite character came from the meet- 
ing room. 

It is known semi-officially, however, 
that the waiver question, in so far as it
